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Socks'n Sandwiches 


When you're in the locker room franti- 
cally clawing on your costume with the 
wall clock steadly counting down toward 
work time, and you glance into your shoes 
and notice you took your black socks 
home to wash ... and forgot to bring 
them back . . . what do you do? 

Or when you just finished taking tickets 
from 22,000 guests personally and have a 
15-minute break . . . and haven’t eaten 
since last night . . . where do you go? 

We'll give you nine-in-ten odds you 
visit one of our many backstage vending 
machines when seconds count! 

We sought out the people behind the 
machines for a story and found there’s 
more than meets the eye when you drop a 
quarter in and a coke pops out. 

Located deep in the tunnels, under 
Main Street’s rumbling trolly cars, is the 
nerve center for all vending services on 
our property. The letters WOMETCO are 
penned across the door, so we dropped in 
and chatted with WOMETCO Manager 
Bill Bidstrup and Walt Disney World 
Vending Coordinator Don Lanier to find 
out what it’s all about. 

The first thing we learned is that 
WOMETCO stands for a group of men’s 
initials ... their founding fathers ... 
similar to Walt Disney giving WED his 
initials. 

“WOMETCO isin toa lot more than just 
vending,” Bill explained. “We operate TV 
stations, bottling companies, the Citrus 
Tower, Park East and Park West movie 
theaters in Orlando, just to name a few. 
But here, vending is our only concern.” 

And it’s some kind of concern, we 
learned. WOMETCO operates 289 vend- 
ing machines on our property, 24 coin 
changers and 19 micro-wave ovens. In 
addition, they provide a service called 
“area treatment.” Don explained that 
when machines are installed into a loca- 
tion, WOMETCO personnel build themed 
facades, food service counters, etc. 

But their vending machines are not just 
in employee backstage areas, many guest 


areas are equipped with them! “Approxi- 
mately 30% of our machines are in onstage 
locations,” Bill explained, “But the vast 
majority are here to service cast members 
.. . 70% of them, in fact!” 

To operate all of these machines, it takes 
a staff working around the clock. Bill 
pointed out that they have Routemen and 
Hostesses which take care of the 
machines. “Every evening they load the 
trucks for the next day’s deliveries, then 
set out that following day to stock up de- 
pleted items,” Bill said. “While working 
their routes, they clean the machines and 
perform daily maintenance.” 

WOMETCO staffers really cover our 
property . . . in backstage areas, they visit 
every machine at least once a day, 70% of 
them twice a day! Then it’s on to guest 
machines at about the same ratio. 

“We strive to provide employees with 
products they want,” Bill told us. “We 
invite you to let us know if there’s some- 
thing you particularly want and we’re not 
stocking. You can give it to a Routeman, 
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WOMETCO Hostess Donna Baconstocks up 
the Main Street Breakroom machines. Main 
Street is one of our largest vending locations, 
with 12 machines currently located there.

WOMETCO has installed top-of-the-line vending machines all across Walt 
Disney World. But with anything mechanical, sometimes they breakdown 
or “eat” your money without giving you your product. Bill and Don pointed 
out that abusing the machines will not get you what you want. What will, 
however, is to look on that machine or one next to it for an identification 
sign with a number you can call for assistance. Also stated there will be a 
location you can go to for a full refund should you lose your money. So 
don’t take it out on the machine. . . help all of us help WOMETCO keep our 
backstage break areas in top shape for all of us to enjoy!
